Balance is the intangible 
quality that lends precision 
and beauty whenever applied. 
In golf it allows all pieces to 
fit together, work together 
and flow in proper sequence. 


The Important thing to re- 


member about balance in the 
swing is that everything re- 
volves around one pivotal 
point—a straight line that 
runs from the top of the head, 
through the s p i n e , and 
straight into the ground. This 
line never moves laterally nor 
at an angle to the ground. 


The best way to maintain 
this equilibrium is to keep 
your weight equally distrib- 
uted on both sides of the piv- 
ot. If your weight moves for- 
ward, then balance is thrown 
forward, and vice versa.

Wednesday by the father in the 
14th day of Coppolino's trial on 
a charge of murdering his 32- 
year- old wife, Carmela, with an 
injection of a paralyzing drug, 


"My first question was, 'How 


could she die?' " said Dr. Car- 
melo Musetto of Boonton, N.J. 
"She was in excellent health." 


Musetto said that after hear- 


ing Coppolino's description he 
asked, "Had she been sick?" 
and Coppolino said Carmela 
died of a massive coronary oc- 
clusion, 
after 
she had com« 


plained of chest pain from ln« 
digestion the night before. 


Musetto said he was told first 


there was no report yet of an 
autopsy. Later, Musetto said, 
Coppolino told him; "By the 
way, 
dad, Dr. (Millard) White 


just told me that a severe heart 
condition was found in the au- 
topsy." 


Musetto said that when the 


body was returned to New Jer- 
sey for burial he learned from a 
funeral director there had been 
no autopsy. But he said he made 
no effort to have one performed 
until he was told the death was 
being Investigated. 


"I took Carl's word for it," 


said Musetto. "Carl said the 
conclusion was massive corona- 
ry." 


Coppolino 
wanted his wife 


buried 
in Sarasota, Musetto 


said, but agreed after prolonged 
pleading to permit burial in the 
family plot. 


Musetto testified that after a 


daughter was born to Carmela, 
he advised Coppolino to apply 
for disability insurance. 


"I told him he was married 


and a father and had responsi- 
bilities," said Musetto. "I urged 
him to take it out." 


In 1960, Musetto said, he suf- 


fered a severe heart attack and 
Coppolino 
began 
questioning 


him "in minute detail" about 
his symptoms.

six months at RIverview Hospi- 
tal, 
Redbank, N.J., Coppolino 


complained of coronary artery 
disease and took 100 per cent 
disability payments.

The same thing had happened 


to one of his great contempo- 
raries, Sir Winston Churchill, 
some years before in Britain, 
But at that time Churchill was 
physically deteriorating. 
Ade- 


nauer didn't seem to be. He had 
just outlived his time, 


The West Germany he took 


over In 1949 as chancellor, at 
age 73, was still pretty much a 
rubble from the war. He held 
the job 14 years and in that time 
guided his country into a mirat 
cle of prosperity and a new way 
of life. 


He had to lay the foundations 


for the new West Germany and 
build It by design into a new 
European power. He allied it 
with the West, making it one of 
the pillars of the Allies. 


But perhaps his greatest con- 


tribution was in steering the 
West German people in a demo* 
cratic direction after their long 
history of authoritarianism. If 
West Germany stays on that 
road, he will be one of the great 
figures of its history. 


If not, he will simply have 


been a stopgap leader who hap- 
pened to appear during an inter- 


val between dictatorships. 


So, if the obituaries about him 


seem a little guarded, there is 
good reasont Since the fttttre of 
West Germany is uncertain It is 
too soon to say whether what 
Adenauer did was al! for nottt* 
ing or was a glittering achieve- 
ment.

Q—Following an operation 


for what was thought to be a 
cancer, the pathologist's re- 
port indicated that the growth 
was not malignant but idio- 
pathic retroperitoneal fibro- 
sis.

SAIGON (AP) - 
A young 


Vietnamese leans his bicycle 
against a telephone pole near a 
tennis court in Saigon where 
several American servicemen 
are playing. He walks away and 
an explosive inside the bicycle 
detonates, injuring a U.S. offi- 
cer and two Vietnamese chil- 
dren. 


The Viet Cong shell a polling 


place in a primary school at 
Long Thoi hamlet. They abduct 
12 village council candidates 
from Vinh Tho village. 


The Viet Cong overrun a vil- 


lage of Montagnard tribesmen, 
shoot the village leaders, and 
burn the breasts of the village 
chief's wife and daughter with 
flaming sticks. 


Terrorists in a village north- 


east of Saigon tie three teen- 
aged girl members of a govern- 
ment 
pacification 
team 
to 


stakes before shooting them in 
the back of the head. 


All these are examples of the 


terrorism which is a major part 
of the Communist war to take 
over South Vietnam. U.S. offi- 
cials report a slight increase in 
such Red activity in the past 
few months, with much of it 
designed to intimidate voters in 
the villagt and hamlet elections 
now being held every weekend. 


Six 
candidates have been 


killed and 30 have been kid- 
naped. Since March 12, author* 
ities have reported 333 terrorist 
incidents related to the ballot* 
ing. 


According to South Vietnam* 


ese government records, the 
Viet Cong have carried out an 
average of 32,000 terrorist acts 
a year during the past several 
years. The attacks take many 
forms and reach all segments of 
the Vietnamese civilian popula. 
tiun. Favorite targets are Viet* 
narnese and American military 
personnel off duty. 


Terrorism serves several pur- 


poses in the Viet Cong's cam* 
paign to subvert the Saigon gov- 
ernment and weaken Usability 
to resist Viet Cong military at* 
tacks.

searchers, supervised by Dr, 
Alice Miel of Columbia Univer- 
sity, concentrated on a typical 
American suburb to find the 
answer. The results of their 
study, made public today, add 
up to an emphatic "no." 


Although the parents say they 


moved to the suburbs in the 
first place "for the children" 
and "to have better schools," 
the report states, "in one aspect 
of 
their 
education 
suburban 


children are underprivileged. 


"Though other races, other 


nationalities, other generations 
have a great deal to teach them, 
there is little in their education, 
formal or otherwise, to famil- 
iarize them with the rich diver- 
sity of American life. 


"In this sense, despite the 


many enviable features of their 
environment, the children of 
suburbia 
are 
being 
short- 


changed." 


The study focuses on a com- 


munity not far from New York 
city which is called New Vil- 
lage. Dr. Miel refuses to dis- 
close its real identity, but says 
it stronglly resembles suburbs 
around the country. 


Growing up in New Village 


means a youngster has practi- 
cally no encounter with people 
different from himself. His life 
and social contacts are almost 
totally controlled by his parents, 
whether or not the parents real- 
ize this. 


"He depends on his mother to 


chauffer him wherever he goes. 
As a result, he knows little be- 
yond his own home, the very 
similar homes of friends, the 
school and the inside of the 
family car; he is largely insul- 
ated from any chance introduc- 
tion to a life different from his 
own," says the report. 


The researchers observed that 


the children learned to be hypo- 
critical about differences at a 
very early age, that their sup- 
posed tolerance was only skin- 
deep. "The prejudices of their 
society were still very much 
with them, but they had had it 
drilled into them that it was 'not 
nice' to express such feelings." 


One hopeful thing, the report 


says was that a good many par- 
ents united in desiring more 
emphasis on certain kinds of 
human difference, such as their 
children learning about nation- 
ality differences and achieving 
respect for other faiths.
